FORTY MEN ON TRIAL, 


Charged with Conspiracy to Carry 
Explosives on Trains in Vio- 
lation of Law. 


COURT TO FIX THE PUNISHMENT 


indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 26.—The outcome 
of the three months’ dynamite conspiracy ” 
trial, in which forty labor union officials 
tre accused of complicity in the McNamara 
Mots to destroy property, now rests with 
e jury. 

Federal Judge Anderson a few minutes 
after 5 o'clock instructed the jury and or- 
dered it to retire. Court then adjourned 
until 9:80 a. m. tomorrow. 

“How long will the jury be out? was 
the question asked as the jurors filed out. 

A basis for a belief that verdicts would 
not be reached when court opens tomorrow 
and that the jurors may require a much 
longer time was found in the court's in- 
struction to “carefully weigh all the evi- 
dence in the case.“ It has required almost 
twelve weeks to introduce the evidence. 

Because of the mass of evidence the jury 
must review and the fact that a separate 
verdict must be returned for each defendant 
it is not believed results will be reported 
in less than twenty-four hours. 

Lights in the third floor of the Federal 
building, where the jurors are deliberating in 
locked rooms, indicated that they had delib- 
erated until a late hour, but at midnight the 
lights were out. 


Extra guardewere placed at the appręa ches 


to the jury room on the lower floors of the 
building, thus precluding any basis for truth- 
ful reports as to what progress the jurors 
had made. 


Some of the Defendants. 

The defendants who await the outcome in- 
clude Frank M. Ryan, president of the In- 
ternational Association of Bridge and 
Struetural Ironworkers; various executive 
board members of that union, Herbert S. 
Hockin, accused as an accomplice of Ortie 
E. McManigal, another confessed dynamiter; 
Olaf A. Tveitmoe, secretary of the Call- 
fornia Building Trades’ council; E. A. Clan- 
cey, San Francisco, and J. E. Munsey, Salt 
Lake City, Utah. 

The defendants are charged with conspir- 
acy to violate federal laws and with aiding 
in an illegal transporting of dynamite and 
nitraglycerin on passenger trains. 

In closing his argument to the jury, Dis- 
trict Attorney Miller again referred to the 
argument of United States Senator John W. 
Kern, counsel for the defendants. Senator 
Kern had left the city, saying he was going 
to Washington. 


Union Labor Not on Trial, 

After stating the substance of the various 
offenses charged and mentioning the nation- 
wide strike of the ironworkers’ union, which 
the government charged was the motive for 
100 explosions on the work of contractors 
who refused to recognize the union, Judge 
Anderson in his instructions said: 

It was not unlawful for the structural 
fronworkers to organize the union to which 
they belong. It is not unlawful for the de- 
fendants to be members of that or any other 
labor organization. Men have the right to 
use their combined power through such or- 
ganizations to advance their interests in 
any lawful way: but they have no right to use 
this power in the violation of the law. 

„Organized labor is not on trial nere, nor 
is the right of labor to organize in issue, but 
members of labor organizations owe the tame 
obedience to the law and are liable to the 
same punishment for its violation as per- 
sone who are not members of such organiza- 
tions, 


Verdicts to Be Separate, 

Calling attention to the charges of illegal 
transportation, the court said: / 

“You may find any defendant gullty vr 
not guilty, or you may find one or more of 
them guilty and the others not guilty. Be- 
fore you can find any of the defendants 
guilty you must be satisfied of his guilt in 
manner and form as charged in some one of 
the indictments upon which they are on 
trial, beyond a reasonable doubt.“ 

Of McManigal and Edward Clark, Cincin- 
hati, both of whom pleaded guilty and tes 
tified for the government, the court said 
their testimony “should be received with 
caution and scrutinized with care,” and 
added: 

„The witness William J. Burns, while on 
the witness stand, detailed a conversation he 
had with the defendant Hockin, in which he 
made statements to Hockin about the de- 
fendant Tveitmoe having been in prison and 
having a prison record. Such statements 
made by Burns are not to be considered by 
you in any way in determining the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant Tveitmoe as .o 
the charges laid in this indictment.” 


Jury to Pass Upon Facts. 

Judge Anderson concluded: 

"Carefully weigh all the evidence in the 
case and from it under the rules of law which 
I have given you determine the guilt or in- 
nocence of the defendants. With you, and 


not with the court, rests the responsibility 


of finding and determining the facts. The 
views of the court on questions of fact are 
not controlling upon you. You have nothing 
to do with the case except to determine the 
single. question of the guilt or innocence of 
the defendants. If you should return a ver- 
dict of guilty, the measure of punishment to 
be inflicted upon the defendants is committed 
to the court.”

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PLANS T0 CREATE 
BIG SLAV EMPIRE 


Austrian Archduke Would 
Break Up at One Stroke 
All Alliances in Europe. 


BALKAN PEACE IN DOUBT? 


PARIS. Dec. 27, 3 a. m-—According to the 
Vienna correspondent of the Journal, a friend 
of Archduke Franz Ferdinand is authority 
tor the disclosure of an ambitious plan which 
the archduke has conceived and is now 
actively endeavoring to make effective. If 
the plan is successful it is expected to com- 
pletely break up at one stroke the political 
fopms and the system of alliances of the 


Europe of today | 

In a word, the archduke aims at the cre- 
ation of a vast Slav empire of the south 
under the crown of the Hapsburgs. He is 
now preparing a coup d'état in Austria- 
Hungary to clear the way for the first part 
of his program, which ie the liberation of 
the discontented and ill assorted peoples 
who form the monarchy. 

Having thus made a clean sweep of the ex- 
isting political conditions, he will proceed 
with the work of building up by restoring the 
ancient and historic kingdoms and founding 
new principalities. 


Countries in New Confederation. 

The new confederation, according to the 
same authority, ts to include the autonomous 
kingdoms of Hungary, Bohemia, and Poland, 
each with its own personal ruler; Servia, with 
its frontiers extended by recent victories and 
still further increased by the inclusion of 
Slavonia; Montenegro, enlarged by a part of 
Dalmatia and part of Herzegovina and the 
other Balkan states. 

Poland is said to have been quic« to grasp 
the plan and has signified unanimous adhe- 
sion. 

Bulgaria is favorably disposed and active 
pourparlers are now going on between Em- 
peror Ferdinand and Archduke Franz Ferdi- 
nand. 

Servia, it is aleo said, is beginning to realize 
the advantages of the scheme. 


BALKAN PEACE IN DOUBT? 

LONDON, Dec. 26.—Both the Turks and 
the Balkan allies are standing by their guns 
on the peace terms. Both declare that it is 
impossible to recede from their positions. 

The exchange of cipher dispatches be- 
tween the administration at Constantinople 
and Rechad Pasha continues, but the chief 
of the Turkish plenipotentyaries declines 
to divulge the nature of the reply he will 
present to the allies Saturday when the con- 
ference reassembles at St. James’ palace. 

„Wulle I cannot discuss the reply of the 
Ottoman government,” said Rechad Pasha 
tonight, nothing prevents me from saying 
that the terms the allies have proposed are 
simply absurd.” ‘ 

The allies, on the other hand, assert that 
the armistice was arranged to give Turkey 
an opportunity of making peace terms with- 
out suffering further losses in the field, and 
they characterize Turkey's talk of keeping 
Aérianople, Janina, and Scutari and regain- 
ing Saloniki as simply laughable. 

Counter Proposal by Turks. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 26.—According 
to the Constantinople newspapers. the Tur- 


kish eounter-proposals, which were for- 


potentiaries at London, comprise the main- 
tenance of an effective sovereignty over the 
territory east of the line of demarcation, 
between the Maritza river and the Black sea, 
including Adrianople, while west of the Une 
the government would be content with the 
recognition of Turkish sovereignty, with an 
autonomous regime. The government, how- 
ever refuses to entertain any idea of pecu- 
nlary indemnity. 


SALONIKI JEWS IN PANIC. 

LONDON, Dec. 26—The Saloniki corre- 
spondent of the Jewish Chronicle, in record- 
ing the assassination of two Jewish mer- 
chants in the streets on Dec. 23 says this 
was the crowning act of a series of attacks 
which remain unpunished. The corre- 
spondent adds that consternation prevails 
among the Jewish community. 


PLAN CONVENT HOSPITALS. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
ROME, Dec. 26.—It is understood here that 
the Austrian government has requisitioned 
all the Roman Catholic convents and mon- 
asteries within fifty miles of the eastern 
borders of that country with the view of 
turning them into hospitals if war should 
break out as a result of the international

Stine Got Most of the 
$66,000 ‘Slush’ Fund. 


DETAILS LOBBYING WORK 


Says That with $50,000 One Could 
Get Anything Desired from 
Legislature. 


POLITICAL ACTIVITIES SHOWN 


William F. Stine, former head of the United 
Police, who disappeared simultaneously 
with a large part of the 366.000 police 
‘slush fund, yesterday was denounced as 
dishonest and a reputed body snatcher by 
Lieut. James V. Larkin. 

The lleutenant also paid his respects to the 
state legislature in connection with the po- 
lice pension bill lobbying, and said that with 
$50,000 the police could have got anything 
they wanted. 

Larkin’s charges were made at the hear- 
ing of the city civil service commission, which 
is investigating the activities of the secret 
police organization. The board had just fin- 
ished hearing testimony which laid bare the 
fact that the organization had paid for the 
printing of. the envelopes in which the 
“slush’’ fund was collected and had pre- 
pared thousands of sample ballots for use in 
the 1910 campaign. 


First Witness to Talk Frankly. 

The lieutenant, who Is stationed at the de- 
tective bureau, is the first witness, according 
to the investigators, who has had the nerve 
to get on the witness stand and talk frankly 
about Stine, His testimony, it was declared, 
came as a refreshing surprise after the shift- 
ing and evading attitude of all other police- 
men who have been called to testify, 

Larkin made no attempt to evade questions ~ 
and volunteered his opinion of Stine. As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Leon Hornstein 
provoked his outburst when ze tried to learn 
why the HNeutenant, who now is a member of 
the United Police and was one of the organ- 
izers, had withdrawn from the association 
during two years.

All 
contests were over the twenty round route, but 
McVey has been the one to take the canvass count. 
In their first fight, which was held in Paris on 
April 1, 1911. the contest went twenty vicious 
rounds to a draw. Their next meeting was held 
just one year ago yesterday in Sydney, Australia, 
and McVey won his first and only verdict on points 
over the derby distance.

Illinois and Michigan Canal Commis- 
sion to Seek Appropriation from Leg- 
islature to Tidy Waterway. 


Springfield, III., Dec. 2.—[Special.})—The 
Illinois and Michigan canal—the one time 
notorious “tadpole ditch ""—needs an even 
half million dollars to tidy it up and make 
it an. adjunct of the Chicago drainage canal 
and the government's Hennepin canal in af- 
fording a waterway between Lake Michigan 
and the Mississippi river. 

This is the cash demand the Illinois and 
Michigan canal commissioners will make 
upon the forthcoming legislature. The fed- 
eral government in substance hag demand- 
ed it.

Propped Up in Bed, He Talks 
Currency Reform with Rep- 
resentative Glass. 


OFF FOR STAUNTON TODAY 


Birthplace Ready to Receive Pres- 
ident Elect; Big Crowd for 
Home Coming. 


Princeton, N. J., Dec. 26.—Propped up in 
bed, President Blect Woodrow Wilson sat 
for two hours today talking about currency 
reform with Representative Carter Glass of 
Virginia, chairman of the house subcommit- 
tee on banking and currency reform, and Dr.

“The conference concerned generalities,” 
said Mr. Glass after ward. The governor 
has some positive ideas about currency re- 
form and expressed them more decisively and 
clearly than any one I have ever met.” 

Mr. Glass said he was not at liberty to dia- 
close what was discussed in the conference.

Mrs. Wilson will go with the president 
elect. She said that while his health had 
improved, she had thought it a bit risky for 
him to make the trip to Staunton on account 
of the cold weather. 

Dr. J. M. Carnochan, the family physi- 
cian, saw the governor for a few minutes 
early in the day, but did not think another 
visit necessary until early tomorrow.

COMPROMISE ON WARD FUNDS 


Aldermen Vote to Use Both Sets 
of Estimates Submitted. 


Had Ignored Cost of Cleaning Car

When a child goes wrong, blame the 
parents, says a judge. Eighty per cent 
ef delinquent children,” he continues, are 
@iildren who have been neglected by their 
parents. They were not given the training 
end attention they should get at home. 
Parents seem to have no conception of their 


e @uty.” : 


The judge's charge is in the main true. 
Nevertheless, his indictment of the parents 


Seems hardly justified. A great many 


things enter into the making—or rather 
the unmaking—of the present day city home. 
The training of the child’s mind in the past 
has often been the business of the grand- 
mother, who was always a part of the fam- 
ily. She told him fairy tales and fed his 
imagination. Uncles, aunts, and cousius 
also helped absorb the child's interest. The 
family circle was wide enough to form his 
mental horizon. 

There are no such family circles in the 
modern city. The city worker is generaliy 
isolated from his family. In the city work- 
ers home there is no room for a grand- 
mother. Uncles and cousins are hundreds 
of miles away. There is no one to tell the 
child a story. Father is a busy man and 
is tired in the evening, and so is mother. 
The child’s interest centers in things about 
him in the street. 

The problem of the delinquent child is but 
‘a link in the chain of social problems which 
the progress of industry and growth of cities 
are constantly creating. 


THE NEW YEAR’S FESTIVAL. 
New Year's festival excesses are probably 
more conspicuously scandalous and less se- 
rious in our time than they were fifty or sixty 
years ago. The tippling which was per- 
mitted or encouraged on the New Year round 


dot calls may not have resulted in so much 


public disregard of conventions, propriety, 
and good morals, but it caused careful ma- 
trons to change the customs for the protec- 
tion of their homes and of the people who 
entered them. 

A cheerful social habit was abandoned be- 


,eause it was misused, but the natural human 


desire for a festival of sociability could not 
be denied, and seemingly it will not keep 
itself within bounds. The holidays run in a 
little orbit of emotions with the cloistered 
home celebration of Christmas as one stage 
and the expansive, all.inclusive geniality 
of New Year's as another. The instinct to 
geek the merry company of other men and 
‘women on the one occasion is as wholesome 
as the instinct to exclude everything except 
the family from the fireside at the other. 

Most of the people who dine out New 
"Year's do hot need the attention of a censor 
of morals. They are not seeking license, and 
while they are willing to take advantage of 
any relaxation of sumptuary laws, they do 
‘not desire to make and they would not enjoy 
an “orgy.” 


There is the other class which cannot enter: 


n festivity without making it ugly, and that 
class is giving the present New Year’s cus- 
tom its unprepossessing aspect and bringing 
‘it to the attention of people who resent pub- 
lic displays of indifference to law and de- 
“eency. . 

There never was and there cannot be an 
excuse for the nonenforcement of law on this 


‘occasion, but the bacchantes can stay within | 


the bounds of ordinances and yet get miles 


‘afield in the matter of propriety. This much | 


in the question, however, is certain: The 
city exercises a restraint for the good of 
morals, or attempts to, day by day throngh- 
out the year, and if New Year’s celebrations 
permit outrageous affronts to decency the 
last word will be with the objectors. 

A good deal of tolerance is extended to 
the personal habits of people who will be 
convivial, The judicious may grieve, but 
within bounds the’frivolous have their way, 
but a censorship of morals cannot be blind 
to a thing in one place which it sees and 
represses in another. If New Year's cus- 
toms bring out conspicuous affronts to mor- 
als, these customs certainly will be put under 
police restraint. The city administration 
may be indulgent, but this outcome is certain. 


“MY REVOLVER!” 
Conway made a motion toward his hip pocket 
and then I pulled my revolver and fired at him 
Statement of Thomas Freer after fatal shooting of 
James Conway. 

And then I pulled my revolver!” 

The whole story of the shameful condi- 
tions of violence, lawbfeaking, and life tak- 
ing in this community is told in that aston- 
ishing declaration. If Freer had said, “ And 
then I pulled out my watch,” he could not 
have been more nonchalant. If a soldier 
had said this, or a policeman, or a man in a 
mining camp on the frontier in 1849, it could 
not bave been taken by the speaker as a 
more natural thing than as Freer seems to 
have taken it. “ My revolver,” my watch, 
my hat, my penknife, my coat, my shoes, 
my shirt! 

Is a revolver a part of the personal equip- 
ment of every man in this eity of Chicago? 

Freer is a private citizen, secretary of a 
labor union. It is true his trade is one whose 
rival organizations, the plumbers and steam- 
fitters, have produced one of the most reck- 
less and violent of feuds in local history. But 
at least the representatives of union labor 
declare in case Of strikes that they are all 
for law and order and they protest with 
great assertions of injustice and oppression 
against any use of police or militia to pre- 
vent riots or protect private life and prop- 
erty. 

Yet here we have a union official, after 
killing a brother unionist, talking about 
* pulling my revolver” as if he considered 
himself entitled to carry deadly weapons like 
a policeman. 

What right had Freer to carry a revolver? 
Had he a permit? If he has, why? 

My revolver” is the shame and curse of 
this community. Every day, almost, some 
one is shot by a man or a boy with “my 
revolver.” Chicago is not a mining camp, 
yet any one seems to feel free to go armed. 

This custom is a disgrace. It should be 
stamped out without further delay. Other 
communities do not tolerate it. Why should 
Chicago consent to be the exception? It is 
time, and long past time, to get rid of “ my 
revolver,” and systematic measures should 
be insisted upon until we are rid of it. 

If there were more pulling a rope by the 
sheriff there would be less pulling of revolv- 
ere. 


OFFICE AND ASSASSINATION. 
The narrow escape of the president from 
what seems to be an attempt at assassina- 
tion is cause for thankfulness, if not of en- 
couragement, The narrowness of his escape 


of the inevitable perils which surround those 
in authority. It would seem that even in 
his civil capacity the commander in chief of 
the army and navy undergoes the dangers 
of war in time of peace. Unhappily, the 
strictest safeguards are not infallible, and 
to fill high office must include, for thoughtful 
men, the possible sacrifice of life itself. It is 
a grave and deplorable consideration that 
the elective chief represeutative of a free 
people fills one of the most periious places in 
Christendom.

There are a few hundred thousand peo- 
ple in Chicago who share the sentiments 
of this writer. 

These nurses pay about 160,000 visits 
a year to about 50,000 people. Many of 
these people should go to a hospital, but, 
for one reason or another, they cannot. 
Sometimes there is no room for them in 
the hospital: sometimes it is a matter of 
prejudice, for many people who need 
nursing care are afraid of hospitals. 

Sometimes it is a matter of sentiment; 
there are families who cannot stand to 
be separated. I know a husband and wife 
who have been married more than fifty 
years, and in that time have never been 
separated. When the husband was told 
that he must go to a hospital they both 
refused point blank until the wife bad 
been given permission to go too. 

— 

More frequently the nurse helps out in 
the period of convalescence for which we 
in America make too little provision. A 
carpenter has been sick and in the hos- 
pital. He recovers. His bed at the hos- 
pital is needed. He goes home, but it will 
be two or more weeks before he is ready 
for work. 

A housewife has had a spell. She re- 
turns to her home be:ause her illness has 
passed. There follows a period of weeks 
before she is able to care for her house- 
bold. 

Our government takes care of illness 
well, but it provides no machinery to take 
care of convalescence. The visiting nurses 
stand in this. breach. 

The nurses are the arms by which the 
hospitals stretch out into the homes. It 
may not be known to eVerybody that they 
are powers for prevention as well as for 
cure. 

When relief stops short with the ending 
of hospital care, relapses and semi-invalid- 
ism frequently result. The patient needs 
to walk from the hospital back into full 
life, leaning on the shoulders of some one, 
and no shoulders are more carrying and 
more kind than those of the nurses. 

They prevent chronic invalidism. Much 
of disease develops as the result of bad 
home conditions, too little air, too little 
sunshine, too little cleanliness. 

The nurse carries the gospel of hygiene 
and sanitation. There are many situations 
in which the health department could not 
get anywhere by court procedure, but 
where the nurse succeeds in getting re- 
sults.

As Mrs. Aldis said last year: 

We struggle on, doing what we can of 
educational and preventive work, and a 
great deal of purely_palliative work, while 
back of this wide impulse to relieve pain, 
to feed the hungry, to comfort the af- 
flicted, is the inereasingly sliding convic- 
tion that part of our energies, perhaps the 
larger part, should be bent. toward the 
elimination of causes, if the burden of re- 
lief is not to become too great to be up- 
borne.” 

Let me suggest that communities just 
beginning to feel the workings of com- 
munity Conscience begin the work by em- 
ploying a visiting nurse.

I think you should decrease the amount of 
milk. Sleep eight hours anyway. Have your 
urine carefully examined several times. Puffing 
under the eyes is frequently an early sign of 
Bright’s disease. If no cause can be found, then 


perhaps facial massage may help you.

The problem is to go 
to bed with ail mental tension relaxed and then 
to keep the mind playing on minor chorde unt i 
waking time. To sleep in a comfortable bed 
in a cold room, to eat a simple, light supper. to 
oceupy the time between supper and bedtime with 
light, diverting, pleasing, relaxing employment 
each is of service. The best possible frame of 
mind is one of cheerful resignation—heppy to sleep 
if sleep will come, but not worrying in any event. 
Such a frame of mind at bedtime is a first class 
remedy for insomnia.

T is hoped by friends that there ts 
no truth in the story published in the 
newspapers here since the recent arrival 
in this country of Mrs. Spottiswood Mack- 
in, and also in the cable dispatches from 

Europe, intimating that she is about to marry 
the Spanish Duke de la Torre. The name of 
the widow of James Mackin of Albany, N. 
Y., who was the former Miss Sallie Britton 
of St. Louis, has been in print considerably 
in connection with various enterprises, nota- 
bly in connection with her publication of 
„A Society Woman on Two Continents ” and 
her interminable squabbles with members of 
the American colonies in Rome and on the 
banks of the Seine. In addition to this, the 
connection of her name with that of the only 
son and heir of the famous Marsha! Serrano, 
who was on one occasion president of the 
Spanish republic and at another time regent 
of the kingdom, is looked upon askance. 

The Duke de la Torre lde been married 
once before, te an heiress of the name of 
Mercedes Campos, a relative of Marsha! Mar- 
tinez Campos, who was the last Spanish cap- 
tain general of Cuba. The union was, how- 
ever, annulled by the vatican on the petition 
of the wife, on canonical grounds, which were 
of such a nature as to enable the woman 
subsequently to resume her maiden name. 

Two or three years later, after it had been 
almost forgotten, the remembrance thereof 
was recalled by the womanis sensational ab- 
duction, in broad daylight, in the Bois de 
Boulogne by a gang of adventurers, the most 
penniless of whom afterwards became her 
husband and, by means of her money, ac- 
tually worked his way into a seat in the 
French chamber of deputies.

Ola Marshal Serrano had two other chil- 
dren, both of them daughters. One of them 
is married to the Russian Prince Kotchu- 
bey, one of the dignitaries of the court of St. 
Petersburg and whose mother, Princess 
Helen Kotchubey, was for So many years 
grand mistress of the household to the now 
widowed czarina. 

The other daughter, now dead, was married 
to that Spanish grandee of the first class 
Don Fernando Mendoza, Duke of Balzazode, 
Marquis of Fontanar, and Count Laiaing, 
who is today the leading: actor of the dra- 
matic profession in Spain and married to that 
country's most famous tragedienne. 

The Duke de la Torre’s mother is still liv- 
ing and prefers Paris to Madrid as a place 
of residence. For in Spain she cannot forget 
that she was on two separate occasions the 
first lady of the land, and she never has been 
able to resign herself since then to accept a 
subordinate position. 

She finds the difficulty is all the greater 
since she cannot boast of aristocratic birth 
or lineage and the grandezza which she pos- 
sésses is hers by an act of grace on the part 
of the crown and not by hereditary right. 

he has not the necessary number of no- 
biliary quarterings and of blue blooded an- 
cestry, her father having been a Gen. Domin- 
guez, who, of the humblest origin, worked his 
way up from the ranks and who was invest- 
ed towards the end of his career by Queen 
Isabella with the title of Count of San An- 
tonio.

Prince Viggo, youngest son of Prince Walde- 
mar of Denmark, enjoys the distinction of 
having been born on Christmas eve—that is 
to say, in the night intervening between the 
daylight of Dec. 24 and 23. To these must 
be added the elder of the two Dowager Grand 
Duchesses of Luxemburg (grandmother of 
the present occupant of the grand ducal 
throne), also Prince Francoise of Orleans, 
the 10 year old daughter of the Duke and 
Duchess of Guise, the duchess being a sis- 
ter of the Duke of Orleans: and the Duc de 
Guise, the only surviving son of the late Duc 
de Chartres, who served on the staff of Gen. 
George B. McClellan during the clvil war tn 
this country. 

In English speaking countries and in Scan- 
dinavia births on Christmas eve or Christ- 
mas day are accounted lucky. But in other 
parts of Europe they are considered unlucky, 

Folk lore throughout the south of Europe, 
not only in Latin countries but also in some 
parts of the Balkans, has taught for hun- 
dreds of years that a terrible blight rests 
upon those born on Christmas eve and Christ- 
mas day, popular superstition holding such 
births to be sacrilegious.

The Hon. Charles Lister, who has just been 
commissioned by King George as a third sec- 
retary of the English diplomatic service, is 
the eldest surviving son and heir of Lord 
Ribbleedale, and while at Oxford distin- 
guished himself by a profession of socialistic 
opinions. 

Indeed, he organized a Socialist party in the 
university numbering some 200 undergrad- 
uates, and afterward appeared on many of 
the Socialist platforms, contributing liberally 
to the Socialist cause. Unfortunately the 
official Socialist organ, known as the Social- 
ist Review, printed a number of paragraphs 
assalling his father, Lord Ribblesdale, and 
Lord Lovat, who had married his sister. 

This was more than young Lister could 
stand, and accordingly he addressed a pub- 
lie letter to the editor of the Socialist Re- 
view in which he declared that, owing to the 
deliberate attacks upon his own family and 
that of Lord Lovat In the official organ of 
the Socialist party, he could not do otherwise 
than renounce all further connection with the 
latter and sever his connection with his for- 
mer Socialist co-workers and friends.

This is perhaps just as well. For in addi. 
tion to being the heir to his father's peer- 
age he will likewise, on Lord Ribblesdale’s 
death, come into possession of the extremely 
valuable Lister estates. These include the 
5,000 acre Gisburn park,-near Clitheroe, in 
Yorkshire, which has been in the possession 
of the family of the Listers for more than 
500 years. It stands at the meeting of the 
rivers Ribble and Stockbeck and is a gray, 
solid looking mansion, built nearly 400 years 
ago of stone from the Yorkshire fells. 

In the eighteenth century a party of French 
plasterers were brought over from Paris to 
Gisburn park by the Lister of that day and 
worked for a year or more at the plastering 
and decoration of the house. 

They were so well treated by the lord of 
the manor that before they left they adorned 
the entire wall of the principal staircase with 
figures, life size, in half-relief, in which the 
members of the family, as they then consist- 
ed, were represented as reading, writing, 
playing the lute, playing bowls, training 
flowers, and other such occupations

We advise you to have the contractor 2 in 
writing that you buy the lumber necessary to com- 
plete this job and deduct the amount paid from 
the comtract price. This will avoid any possible 
trouble for either party from breaking the pres 
ent contract.

LIVING IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

Chicago, Dec. 25.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
M. L. BP.” asks about the cost of living 
in San Francisco. We have lived there for 
four years. coming here Nov. 1. Our rent 
for a four room apartment was $25 per month, 
but rents are going up. The houses are 
usually heated with gas logs, which is un- 
satisfactory, as the climate is disagreeable, 
with heavy, cold fogs and penetrating winds. 

There are no coal or gas cooking stoves 
furnished with the houses. 

Coal is $15 a ton (soft coal). The minimum 
charge for gas is 80 cents and for electricity 
$1. Furniture is 25 per cent higher than here. 
Clothing is 50 per cent higher than here, but 
you don’t need as many changes, as you can 
wear the same weight clothing the year 
around. Furs often feel comfortable in Au- 
gust. 

Cereals are 5 cents a package higher: butter 
varies from 65 cents for a two pound block, 
or 35 cents for one pound, to 95 cents for two 
pounds or 45 cents for one pound (pennies are 
not used in California); eggs are from 30 to 
65 cents a dozen. Turkeys and roasting 
chickens are 32 cents a pound. Bananas are 
from 25 to 90 cents a dozen. 

There are many unemployed, because the 
city is having trouble raising money for the 
fairand the work on the buildings Is retarded. 
If M. L. P. contemplates going to San Fran- 
cisco to live I advise him to forget it.“

Scientists of Nation 
to Gather in Boston.

OSTON, Mass., Dec. 26.— The meeting 

of the American Historical, the Ameri- 

can Political Science, the American Eco- 

nomic, and the American Sociological 

associations here, which will begin to- 
morrow and close next Thursday, are events of 
national importance, and the old Puritan cap- 
ital has prepared a reception suited to the bc- 
casion. Back Bay itself is interested, for it 
must be remembered Boston's four hundred” 
affects literature, and hence many exclusive 
doors have swung open on this occasion of the 
visit of the historians and their colaborers in 
allied fields. 

This gathering of the nation’s students to 
discuss and to determine what shall go into 
the school books; to say, as best they may, what 
would be the best form of city governinent and 
to ascertain if possible what is the cause of the 
steadily climbing cost of living, cannot fall to 
interest Many persons.

That historians, like the judges of the Su- 
preme court, read the election returns is evi- 
denced in the fact .they have elevated to the 
highest psition among them the redoubtable ex- 
president, the young and vigorous man from 
Oyster Bay. Most of Boston's older and con- 
servative element seem to be shocked at this 
singular elevation, if elevation it may be called, 
of Col. Roosevelt to the presidency of the Ameri- 
can Historical association; but they forget 
Roosevelt began his career as a historian, and 
that he is perhaps more widely quoted today as 
author of The Winning of the West than any 


other American historian. 


One of the obvious fruits of the selection of 
Col. Roosevelt to preside over the meetings this 
year is already seen in the phenomenal regis- 
trations at the hotels. Even a historian may be 
“canny” sometimes, as one sees. The annual 
address which Col. Roosevelt, as president of 
this staid and cautious body, must deliver will 
probably not resemble a presidential message 
as offered in Washington each December, nor a 
rallying cry to the Progressive party, for its 
subject is announced to be “ History as Litera- 
ture,” but it is suspected to contain some inter- 
esting matter, if not explosives.

Other eminent men who take part in the pro- 
ceedings here during the next few days are 
Charlies Francis Adams, James Ford Rhodes, 
President Lowell and President Emeritus Eliot 
of Harvard, all of Boston; Albion W. Small of 
the University of Chicago and president of the 
American Sociological society; Frank A. Fetter 
of the Economic association, Albert Bushnell 
Hart of the Political Science association, and J. 
Franklin Jameson, editor of the American His- 
torical Review. 

Among those from Chicago who will read 
papers or lead in the discussions are Charles E. 
Merriam, James H. Breasted, and James West- 
fall Thompson of the University of Chicago, 
and J. A. James of Northwestern university.

The subjects which will engage the attention 
of these historians and scientific men are such 
as frequently find place in the news and edi- 
torial columns of the daily papers.

Garden Is Great Help. 


i 
“The high cost of living can be reduced ma- | 


terially by cutting down the meat supply and 
using’ more such foods as macaroni, spaghetti, 
noodles, lentils, lima beang (dried), and rice. 
These dishes, carefully prepared and seasoned, 
are nutricious and satisfying. For 10 cents 
enough dried lima beans can be’ procured for 
three meals for a small family. Parboiled, 
served with thickened milk dressing and a dash 
of onion salt, they are delicious. Then, too, a 
garden plot, even though small, will effect a 
saving of many a dollar during the summer. 
Today our bill for vegetables since July is not 
over 75 cents and perhaps $2 for seeds. In 
less than sixteen years we have paid for an 
elght room house, modern except for bath, on a 
salary never exceeding $75 and for years not 
over $57.50. Last summer we raised in the 
third of a small lot lettuce, radishes, onions, 
peas, squashes, lima and string beans, sweet 
corn, cauliflower, and tomatoes, training the 
latter on the wire fence. This garden I tended 
myself after it was planted—and throughout 
the season it supplied our table. In another 
garden we raised potatoes, squash, tomatoes 
and cabbage, getting a man to plant potatoes 
on shares. In our cellar we have three barrels 
of potatoes, three of squashes, fifty-five quarts 
of sauerkraut. 

These things take time and strength, but 
many women put an equal amount of energy 
into dancing, card playing, etc. We have books, 


newspapers, and magazines, can enjoy a good 


lecture course and an occasional entertainment, 
and lay up a little each month. I believe if 
every young couple at marriage would begin 
to plan for a home of their own in time it 
would be theirs, and the self-sacrifice entailed 
in getting it would develope them in every way.

Each Family Must Solve Own Problem. 


“It seems to me we are discussing the wrong 
subject. It should be, ‘How to keep down the 
cost of high living.’ For are not the larger per- 
centage of the families living just as high as 
their income will permit, and many living higher? 
I studied the problem from many viewpoints 
and arrived at one conclusion: every family 
must solve its own problems with every re- 
gard for each other. A wife isn’t getting what 
she deserves when she spends her days and 
nights in hard work trying to make all ends 
meet, while husband and perhaps sons and 
daughters Lave all they need for public ap- 
pearance, theaters, parties, clubs, and general 
good time, Neither is it fair to the husband 
and children to be deprived of things, so mother 
can entertain and give theater parties as well 
as expensive luncheons to her especial friends. 

“If one must economize then let all, but if 
a mother is her own cook, laundress, and seam- 
stress, let her devote her time and energies to 
this work. I have a family of five and am 
able to do all my own baking—bread, pies, and 
cake in season, and ‘put up all the fruit we 
use; also vegetables that help out in winter. 
We buy potatoes and supplies in as large quan- 
tities as is prudent for our family. Other per- 
ishable things I buy from’ a dealer who is 
‘honest’ and can be trusted to send a pound 
of lettuce instead of my walking three blocks 
just to see him weigh it. Our meat is bought 
in such quantities as can be used and by dif- 
ferent members of the family, and the meat 
always discussed, so we all profit by the others 
purchase. 

“Now many may think I am somewhat of a 
drudge by the time cooking, baking, washing, 
ironing, mending, and the thousand and one 
other things are done. Not so. I have a plan 
for all and work to the plan, find time to visit 
my boy in school once a month, visit a gray 
haired woman each week, go to church each 
Sunday, belong to two organizations, and have 
many afternoons to call and entertain my 
friends. Keep busy and keep happy. a. CP

Such a roast does not seem ordinary, but the 
stuffing of one bird with another is more or less 
common in France. Another recipe in this book, 
which its author introduces with a talk on 
artistic gastronomy, is for the cooking of a 


chicken stuffed with a tender partridge, which is 


stuffed in turn with a thrush. The thrush is 
not stuffed with a bird, but with a large truftie, 
one of those expensive things which grow in 
the ground and which pigs as well as men have 
loved to dig for. These are used for all sorts 
of garnishing. If my pocket was lined with 
gold I should eat a few dishes of them as here 
Prepared. I am trusting to find them less ex- 
pensive in the provinces. 

The cooking of very tiny birds is very com- 
mon in France. Some of the little things to be 
found in the markets, trussed and ready for 
cooking, are hardly more than two inches long. 
One of the ways in which they frequently ap- 
Pear in the cooked food shops is in a ramekin 
of some minced and creamy preparation, ‘their 
little heads sticking out on one side and their 
feet on the other. It does not seem an attrac- 
tive dish to one not drought up to the sight. 
But there are a good many things of that na- 
ture here. The horse meat shops are no fiction. 
They are distinguished from other meat shops 
by always having the head of a horse, gilded,

Only a few of the recipes in this book are for 
bizarre dishes, but are mahy of them for «uch 
simple things as boiled eggs, codfish, omelettes, 
cabbage soup, fish, simple cakes, cheese and po- 
tato dishes, and dishes unique in France. 
Mounet-Sully, who is considered the greatest 
of living tragedians, gives a recipe for “ duck 
& la Mounet-Sully,” and there are other recipes 
for the cooking of this fowl where perfection 
has been reached in the matter. Not a few of 
the recipes are in verse, and the origin of many 
dishes is given.

The following is a recipe for a rather unique 
hors d’ceuvre which any one might like to make 
for a rare occasion. It is something which the 
great sculptor Rodin, the equally famous Ana- 
tole France, and others have borne witness to 
the excellence of. It is Arabian, but the author 
says the spelling has been softened slightly, 
since it was too guttural. I have not tried to 
pronounce it even in its softened spelling. 

Munkaczina.—Take one or many. oranges, peel 
carefully, cut in slices across the grain and 
spread these slices out on a dish.

I do not suspect you of rudeness, and I 
credit you with the kindest intentions toward 
the readers of the corenr and myself.

In- 
stead of which, I beg to remind you that there 
are divers ways of making salads and prepa- 
rations that are labeled “au gratin.”

Soak two yeast cakes in a cupful of warm 
water, drain off into a quart jar, such as as 
used for canning fruit. Add three tables 
fuls of granulated sugar and fill the jar wi h 
potato water; that is, water in which peeled 
potatoes have been boiled for a meal. Fit the 
cover on loosely. Set the jar in warm, not 
hot, water until you are ready to mix the 
bread at night. Use three-quarters of the coh- 
tents of the jar at a baking. When you mix 
the bread, add salt and shortening to the flour, 
never to the starter,“ after which put the 
cover on tightly and put into a cool place 
until you are ready for the next baking. Every 
time you make the bread add the sugar and 
potato water and proceed as before 

“With this ‘starter’ one may make bread 
every two days if desired. A friend of mine 
has used the original ‘starter’ five years, add- 
ing sugar and potato water as directed. Many 
housekeepers add a pinch of soda at each bak- 
ing. This prevents too much acidity.

ARGUES BANKS SHOULD PAY 
INTEREST ON b. S. DEPOSITS, 


Congressional Committee Urges Plan 
to Derive Revenne from Government 
Funds in National Institutions. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 26.—[Special.]}—A 
movement to require national banks to pay 
interest on all government deposits will be 
inaugurated immediately after the reassem- 
bung of congress by the house committee on 
expenditures in the treasury department. 
Representative Cox of Indiana is chairman 
of this Committee. Mr. Cox says the gov- 
ernment would receive a handsome income 
from this source. 

At the request of the chairmen the treasury 
department sent to the committee today a 
voluminous document showing in detail the 
amount of government funds placed in 
every national bank depositary since 1886, 
These deposits, distributed among 424 banks, 
now exceed $50,000,000. On them the gov- 
ernment receives no interest. On about 
$1,000,000 of inactive deposits, distributed 
among 929 banks, the government receives 
2 per cent interest, 

The exhibits show that had the government 
always exacted interest on Its deposits sinee 
the adoption of the system in the sixties the 
revenue from this source would have totaled 
847. 000,000 at the rate of 2 per cent or §71,- 
000,000 at 8 per cent. 

The government has deposits of $4,085,000 
in Chicago and other Illinois national banks, 
which would be required to pay more than 
$80,000 interest at 2 per cent.

PLEADS SELF-DEFENSE. 


Asserts That She Fired After 
Being Beaten Almost Into 
Insensibility. 


The trial of Mrs. Harriet Burnham, the 
Arth woman to face a jury in Cook county 
this year on the charge of murdering her 
husband, opened yesterday in Judge Ker- 

en's court. Unlike the five previous wom- 
an defendants, she admits she killed her 
spouse, but asserts she fired in self-defense. 

The confession was made just before court 
convened. Mra Burnham had told the po- 
lice, when they arrested her about seven 
months ago, that she shot her husband. The 
next day, when it wae believed he would re- 
cover, she refuted her confession. 

“Yes, I killed him,” dhe told Agsistant 
State's Attorney John Fleming. “I didn’t 
shoot until he had beaten me almost uncon- 
scious. He was drunk and didn’t know 


what he was doing, but I had to shoot to save 
myself.“ 


Mother, Sister, and Brother Die. 
Since I have been arrested my mother, 
sister, and brother have died,” she said. 


“They were all with me last Christmas | 


when we had a tree at the flat at 2785 South 
Whipple street. I never dreamed that my 
whole family would be dead within a year. 
Yesterday was one of the unhappiest days 
of my life. It was such a change from a 
year ago. I hope I will be free before New 
Year's day.“ 

Prosecutor Fleming has a different ver- 
sion of the death of Herbert E. Burnham. 

We expect to prove if either of the Burn- 
hams was intoxicated it was not the hus- 
band,” he told the jurors in his Introductory 
address. We will attempt to show Burn- 
ham was shot as he lay in bed. 


Talks of Previous Attempt. 

“We expect to show t the couple quar- 
relied frequently, and that she shot at him 
twice in a previous attempt to kill him. 
When the police came to the apartments and 
carried Burnham away Mrs. Burnham was 
found in bed. She refused to get up and
